SUCCESSFUL CONVENTION OF THE M. P. A. 

Members of the Manufacturing Perfumers’ Association 
of the United States are to be congratulated upon the suc- 
cess of their recent convention in this city, for much busi- 
ness of moment was discussed and the way was partly

zed, through action to revise the constitution and by- 
laws, for a much needed rejuvenation of the organization, 
with the ultimate effect of making it more important in 
influence, more useful to a larger number of members and 
better in many other ways. In predicting greater things 
for this association we must not be understood as under- 
valuing the excellent work which is now being done and 
which is fully disclosed in the synopsis of the proceedings 
which is printed elsewhere in this issue. In the fight against 
the rapacity of the express companies, no less important 
than the Parcels Post agitation, the association has gone to 
the fore with energy and effect, President Marsh, Chairman 
Ingram and their associates having contributed in a notable 
manner not only to the public education on this subject, 
but towards legislative action to curb the evil. It is to be 
regretted that the campaign for popular education has not 
made greater progress, but it is just as well to move slowly 
until a thoroughly practical plan is evolved. President 
Marsh made some excellent suggestions, and, taken all 
together, the convention was most profitable and interest- 
ing. The entertainment features were especially enjoyable. 
YOUNG BLOOD VS. THE OLD GUARD. 

With the revision of the constitution and by-laws of the 
association there comes the opportunity to discard the 
obsolete driftwood that now encumbers this ancient enact- 
ment. With a broadening of the scope of purpose also 
comes the demand for new and younger blood, not only 
in the association, but in its staff of officers. This demand 
was voiced in the recent convention by James E. Davis, of 
Detroit, one of the old guard, and always keenly alive to 
the best interests of the association, as was shown a year 


ago or more, when he wrote to THE AMERICAN PERFUMER 
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in praise of an editorial which we printed, suggesting the 
need of the infusion of new methods and fresh vigor in 
the M. P. A. Then he said: 

“The writer wants to congratulate you on your editorial 
regarding the Perfumers’ Association. You hit the nail 
on the head.” 

In the convention last month Mr. Davis again came to 
the front in this direction, speaking right out in meeting: 

“We want younger men on the board,” he declared, a 
sentiment which appealed to some of the members, but 
with less effect than it deserved. The. younger members 
were voiceless, and the committee on nominations per- 
formed its duty in the usual perfunctory way, leaving the 
old guard in the saddle for another year. Perpetuation in 
officeholding tends to the growth of dry rot in any or- 
ganization. The old guard cannot be blamed for the con- 
dition, for members who have held office and borne the 
burdens of work are seldom unwilling to relinquish the 
responsibilities of leadership, provided there are others 
ready and qualified to take up the duties. The old guard 
cannot be expected to abdicate at election time if the 
newer and younger members fail to put forward suitable 
material with which to fill the executive positions in the 
association. 

The true way to infuse fresh blood into any organiza- 
tion’s staff of officers is for the new live wires to get up 
in meeting or go before the nominating committee and 
put up candidates of the kind they want—then work, talk 
and vote for their preferences. Nothing was ever done 
in the way of reform or progress by men keeping quiet at 
a critical time, and then going around the corner and la 
menting over what they think ought to have been done. 
The older men are usually only too glad to relinquish their 
burdens if the right men, bright, energetic workers, with 
the courage to talk and the capacity to get busy, come on 
the scene at the opportune moment. 

Some of the younger and ought-to-be wide-awake mem- 
bers are like some of the associate members, the latter 
having all the privileges of the actives, except voting for 
and holding office. The associates have the same right 
to participate in discussions, offer suggestions and ask 
questions for mutual benefit that any other members pos- 
sess. It is for them to exercise their privileges, for their 
own, as well as for the common good of the trade. In 
a perfumers’ convention there is no occasion for back- 
wardness nor reason for bashfulness. In the next conven- 
tion we hope to see improvement. Both the younger active 
members and the associate members have duties to per- 
form. Let them get busy! 

DETROIT’S INVITATION FOR 1912 MEETING. 

Full consideration will no de@bt be given by the execu- 
tive board of the Manufacturing Perfumers’ Association 
to the invitation extended by Mr. Ingram to hold the 1912 


convention in Detroit, which, outside of New York City, 


is one of the important localities in the American perfume 


industry, besides being a most charming and hospitab 
city. The suggestion that the meeting be held in June or 
July would require a change in the by-laws, which now 
provide for meetings only in March or April, too ear! 
in the year to permit of complete enjoyment of the many 
attractions and advantages offered by the Michigan me- 
tropolis, but as the executive board has been empowered 
to revise the by-laws, this objection can be easily over- 
come. 

New Yorkers have done their full share in the work of 
entertaining the members of the association in this and 
previous years, and it would be no more than fair to give 
others the opportunity to show what they can do in mak- 
ing convention life enjoyable. For many the change would 
be welcome, and the season of the year would enable the 
members to combine pleasure and vacation rest with the 
serious affairs which would be considered in the conven- 


tion. Why not give Detroit the chance? 


COMMISSION NEEDED TO ENFORCE FEDERAL 
FOOD LAW AND SECURE HONEST 
WEIGHTS. 

That better machinery for enforcing the Federal Pure 
Food Law and that a practical method of banishing dis- 
honest weights and measures are absolute business neces- 
sities is becoming more and more recognized by the 
business world, by officialdom at Washington and by the 
public generally. The idea uppermost at the present time 
is for the creation of a commission to enforce not only the 
Food Law, but the proposed Weights and Measures Law. 
During the five years that the Food Law has been in 
existence it has become evident that something radical 
must be done to correct the present conditions for even 
after this lapse of time the administration of the law is 
being conducted in a way that is neither satisfactory to 

the persons affected nor to the officials. 

One trouble is that the officials have not known any- 
thing about the manufacturing end, they have been guided 
by abstract opinions and have been forced to revise and 
broaden their decisions by court proceedings and by other 
means. The two years or more spent in juggling with the 
benzoate of soda problem is a notable illustration of the 
backing and filling that has attended the enforcement of 
the law, while more recently the decree of prohibition 
against the use of saccharin made by the Referee Board 
is an illustration of the uncertainties of the present system 
and of the fact that there is serious need of proper investi- 
gation by competent authorities of all questions arising 
under the Food Law, which can only be had by some better 
method than that which at present prevails. 

In Food Law enforcement there are three points of 
paramount importance to be considered: the manufactur- 


ing, the scientific and the legal. All of these can best be 
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considered and acted upon by a commission composed of 


thoroughly competent and qualified men. This commission 


should also have control of the enforcement of the pro 


yosed law to secure the use of honest weights and measures 
I 


The Referee Board of experts might be used as a basis 
for establishing such a commission as is plainly necessary, 
but the scope of the commission should be larger than that 
of this board and its standing, powers and purposes 
should be on a plane similar to that of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the new Customs Court and other 
bodies of that character. In discussing this subject, Dr 
S. H. Baer, the able secretary of the Flavoring Extract 
Manufacturers’ Association cf the United States, has writ 
ten the following, which we heartily endorse: 


[he Pure Food Law covers so many foods and 
involves so many questions and problems that the 
Department of Agriculture with its other duties 
are not able to cope with ‘the proposition as they 
should both in fairness to the consumer ard to the 
manufacturer. Of course we want to always keep 
in mind. that the manufacturer is a consumer as 
well and therefore would not ask anything unfair. 
Our plan is in favor of a permanent Pure Food 
Commission which would be appointed by the 
President and would draw sufficiently large salaries 
from the Government so that they could devote 
their entire time to the proposition and give the 
pure food problem the consideration to which it is 
entitled. All questions of standards would have 
to be decided by this commission and all pre- 
liminary hearings under the Pure Food Law would 


likewise be heard by the commission. They 
would also be empowered to investigate any stand- 
ards to see if they were too low or too high as 
the case might be. 

They would also have jurisdiction over the 
Weights and Measures Bill and determine the rea- 
sonable variation to be allowed under this bill. 
[he Commission is to consist of: 


First: Able lawyer of national reputation. 

Second : Chemist, likewise of rational reputation ; 

preferably a professor of some university. 

Third: Business man of wide experience. 

Fourth: Secretary of Agriculture, and the 

Fifth to be chosen by the other four. 

The salaries of the commission should be the 
same as the cabinet officers or the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Sufficient appropriation should also be made for 
the expense of the commission covering the 
salaries of stenographers, clerks and any experts 
that the commission should decide to employ. 
The analytical work and the inspection of the 
pure food should be under the Department of Agri- 
culture as heretofore, but all these matters should 
be duly referred to the Pure “Food Commission 
after the data has been collected by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This, we understand, is the 
plan adapted by the State of Illinois. This Pure 
Food Commission idea is the one endorsed by 
the Pure Food Commissiorers in their annual 
convertion in New Orleans in December 

In this way we believe that the enforcement 
of the Federal Pure Food Law and Weights and 
Measures Bill to be passed would be practically in 
the hands of the Governmert and not under control 
of a private commission, thereby insuring the en- 
forcement of the law along equitable and just lines 
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for the members of the commission would be men 
of sufficient experience to deal with this intricate 
problem in fairness to all concerned and to which 
all citizens of the United States are entitled.

President W. M. McCormick, of the Flavoring Extract 


Manufacturers’ Association of the United States, says 
that from present indications, there will be a large at- 
tendance at the annual convention of the association, which 
will be held at the Sherman House, Chicago, June 8-10. 
Vital questions will be considered, and every member is 
urged to be present. 

Samuel J. Sherer, of the Sherer-Gillett Co., Chicago, is 
chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, and he in- 
forms us that plans are maturing for a splendid programme.

McNeil, of McNeil & Higgins, chairman Banquet Com-

GETTING TOGETHER ON PARCELS POST. 

It has taken the perfumers to expose the bugaboo that 
the mail order and catalogue houses are behind the Parcels 
Post movement, and now it appears that one of our most 
prominent workers, F. F. Ingram, of Detroit, is to play a 
leading part in concentrating the future efforts of the ad- 
vocates of this reform. As the representative of the 
M. P. A. he attended the first session of the Postal Progress 
League at Washington, on April 25, and was conspicuous 
in this important conference. Upon his motion three im- 


portant committees were provided for—on bill, on pro- 


gramme and on publicity. Mr. Ingram was made chairman 
of the committee on the preparation of a bill, or the formu- 
lation of principles to be embodied in a bill, for the support 
of the league. Upon the suggestion of various delegates the 
following committee members were added to the committee: 
Mr. Kindel, Representative Lewis Williams, W. A. Foster 
of the Washington Chamber of Commerce, Representative 
Sulzer and H. A. Hampton. 


CANADIAN RECIPROCITY AND TARIFF 
REVISION. 


As we go to press with this issue there seems to be no 
doubt of the early passage by Congress of the Canadian 
Reciprocity Agreement, while the outlook for a general re- 
vision of the tariff, as proposed in the Farmers’ Free List 
Bill, is dubious, although the Democrats in the House are 
disposed to press legislation in the direction of a down- 


ward revision. 


As we have previously said, Canadian reciprocity is a 


good thing. It affects the perfumery and soap industries in 
no serious way, while the ultimate effect in increasing the 
general volume of trade between the north line of Mexico 
and the north line of the Dominion of Canada cannot help 
but be beneficial to all industries, either directly or in- 
directly. Let there be next a reciprocity agreement with 
Mexico! 

The idea of a sweeping revision of the tariff is a subject 
for serious thought. In our particular industries there are 
arguments on both sides. The great advances made by 
American perfumers and soap makers’ tend to banish worry 
on this account, but attempts at revision must be watched 
to prevert any tendency toward injustice to our man- 


ufacturers. 


CALIFORNIA TRADE MARK LAW AMENDED. 

Amendments recently made to the Political Code of Cal- 
ifornia are in line with the position we have held right 
along regarding the effect of the law regulating the regis- 
tration of trade marks in that State. As now amended, 
the California law is practically. superfluous, except that 
residents of California can conduct trade mark litigation 
in the State courts, provided all the parties are within the 
jurisdiction of those tribunals. Suits in which one or both 
litigants are citizens of other States must continue to be 
tried in the Federal courts. For practical purposes, with 
the exception of the doubtful convenience afforded to Cali- 
fornia litigants, the Federal law seems to be ample for the 
protection of owners of trade marks. In fact, the amended 
California law, as will be noticed, recognizes the rights of 
citizens of other States in the ownership of trade marks 
or names. As officially promulgated, the amended sections 
of the California law are as follows: 


Sec. 3197, Any person may record any trade- 
mark or name by filing with the Secretary of 
State his claim to the same, and a copy or descrip- 
tion of such trade-mark or name, with his afh- 
davit attached thereto, certified to by any officer au- 
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thorized to take acknowledgments of conveyances, 
setting forth that he (or the firm or corporation 
of which he is a member) is the exclusive owner, 
or agent of the owner of such trade-mark or 
name. (Amendment approved March 21, 1911.) 
Sec. 3198. The Secretary of State must keep 
for public examination a record of all trade-marks 
or names filed in his office, with the date when filed 
and name of claimant; and must at the time of 
iling issue to the claimant a certificate of such 
filing under the great seal of the State, and collect 
from such claimant a fee of five dollars, as pro- 
vided for in section four hundred and sixteen of 
this code. Provided, however, the Secretary of 
State shall refuse to file any trade-mark or name 
identical with, or so similar to any trade-mark or 
name already filed as to be calculated or liable to 
deceive. (Amendment approved March 6, 1909.) 
Sec. 3199. Any person who has first adopted 
and used a trade mark or name, whether within 
or beyond the limits of this State, is its original 
Such ownership may be transferred in the 
same manner as personal property, and is entitled 
to the same protection by suits at law; and any

Decision of the United States Commerce Court that it 
has jurisdiction in cases where the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission refused to act upon a complaint as not coming 
within the law, sets an important precedent in the regula- 
tion of the relations of shippers with the railroads. It is 
one of the results that has fully justified the creation of 
the new tribunal. 


One of the cheerful signs of the times in the perfumery 
trade was commented upon by a speaker at the M. P. A. 
convention, which is that distrust of rivals and secrecy of 
methods is falling away, a circumstance productive of 
mutual benefit both in personal association and in manu- 
facturing processes.

Preventing a failure is better for everybody, except the 
lawyers in the bankruptcy courts, than the old way of forc- 
ing liquidation in unpromising cases.

BOOK REVIEWS. 

A Suort Hanpsook or Cosmetics. By Dr. Max Joseph. 
Authorized English Translation of the Third Edition, 
with 151 Receipts. Duodecimo; cloth; 87 pages. $1. 
New York: E. B. Treat & Co. 1910. 

In the preface the author expresses a desire to remove 
cosmetics from among the practices left by the medical 
profession in the hands of quacks of the beauty-doctor 
order and to bring it to the consideration of those who are 
qualified to treat dermatological affections scientifically. 
To aid in the accomplishment of the latter part of his en- 
deavor he has collected under several chapter heads the 
prescriptions used by prominent successful dermatologists. 
Himself a dermatologist, he has been able to introduce 
each subject in an intelligent manner, and to warn against 
common hurtful practices as well as to supply the needed 
armamentarium. 

Druggists everywhere are often called upon to protect 
the public. from the ignorance of the beauty specialist, 
both the cosy parlor sort and the “lady” of the fireside 
column of the public press. A knowledge of Dr. Joseph’s 
information. as to what not to do will aid materially in pre- 
venting the injury wrought by the newspaper freckle re- 
mover or depilatory. The positive information in this 
boooklet includes formulas for toilet soaps, skin creams, 
hair preparations, non-poisonous bleaches for the skin, 
and toilet preparations in general. 

Ort, ANIMAL, VEGETABLE, ESSENTIAL, AND MINERAL. By C. 
Ainsworth Mitchell. Duodecimo; cloth; viii + 128 + 
40 pages, illustrated. 75 cents. London, Bath and New 
York: Sir Isaac Pitman & Sons. 

This little volume is one of a series devoted to the com- 
mon commodities of commerce. In it the author endeavors 
to tell in non-technical language the story of the produc- 
tion and consumption of the various products known as 
oils. Typical oils of the several.groups are treated of in 
detail, some of the more nearly scientific descriptions be- 
ing adapted from well-known authors. 

It is a readable book and not without its instructiveness 
for men of the pharmacist’s close acquaintance with the 
commodities with which it is concerned. Particularly is 
there useful information in the paragraphs descriptive of 
the use of oils. 

Use or MeTALitic CoNTAINERS FOR Eprste O1rs Anp Fats, 
by James A. Emery, M. D., senior biochemist, bio- 
chemic division, United States Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry. 

This document is a reprint from the twenty-sixth (1909) 
report of the Bureau of Animal Industry and is a thorough 
presentation of the subject, going into the various branches, 
reviewing previous research and describing new experi- 
mental work. Special attention is given to the contamina- 
tion of fats and oils by metal containers and to methods of 
applying and examining fats, as well as of estimating 
metals. 


By the time this issue reaches our readers the editor will 
be well along on his way across the Atlantic Ocean on the 
steamship George Washington, on which he departed for 
3remen on May 4. While abroad he will visit the flower 
region of France and the Synthetic factories of Switzer- 
land.

REVIEW OF THE WORK OF THE YEAR. 

President Marsh, in his annual address, referred regret- 
fully to the death of John B, Ladd and to the retirement of 
Dalley from the perfumery industry, both being 
veteran members, and the latter a founder of the M. P. A. 
Resolutions suitably engrossed were ordered sent to Mr. 
Ladd’s family.

In reviewing the events of the year Presi- 


dent Marsh continued: 


“In the interval since our last convention some important 
work has been carried on. You directed that the executive 
board should inaugurate a Ready Relief Fund and frame 
regulations under which it should be operated. This pro- 
posal has received careful study and investigation under 
the leadership of the able chairman of the special commit- 
tee to which this matter was referred. The recommenda- 
tions of his committee have been approved by the executive 
board | and the plan put in operation by the treasurer. 

‘Another subject assigned for attention between conven- 
tions was the work of the Campaign of Education. This 
committee has been handicapped by the illness of one of its 
most active members. 

“The work of the transportation committee on the Par- 
cels Post should not be overlooked. The chairman, as di- 
rected by you, attended the hearing in- Washington and 
embodied his report on that hearing, as well as some in- 
vestigations undertaken on his own account into the relation 
ot the mail order houses toward the extension of the Par- 
cels Post, in a pamphlet which has been mailed to all our 
members. 


“It is entirely within bounds to say that this pamphlet 
represents one of the most important contributions ever 
made to the literature of the Parcels Post, and has been 
so recognized by experts. Had this committee, through its 
chairman, never done anything other than to run down 
and refute the false statement that the mail order houses 
are behind the movement for the extension of the Parcels 
Post, they would have in this one act earned the gratitude 
of every merchant in the country. 

“In carefully going over our constitution and by-laws it 
is evident that certain sections are obsolete and others do 
not represent our present practice. I recommend that a 
committee of two be appointed to revise them, their report 
to be made to the next convention. 

“I further recommend that a manual of parliamentary 
practice be adopted as the authority for our association 
this action to be incorporated in a by-law. 

PERFUMERY LIBRARY AND BOTANICAL 


MUSEUM SUGGESTED. 


“For some years it has been our custom to deposit with 
certain of the principal libraries in the country a copy of 
our annual book of proceedings. This has suggested an 
extension of the idea to the formation of a library to in- 
clude all books, magazines, pamphlets, articles, etc., on the 
subject of the history and manufacture of perfumery, flow- 
er culture, essential oils and other materials used in the per- 
fumery industry. This collection might be united with that 
of some public library for the purpose of safe keeping, 
proper cataloguing, and accessibility to our members and 
the public, to the end that in course of time we might ac- 
cumulate, through the efforts of our members, a more com- 
plete library on Perfumery and Perfumery Materials than 
is to be found elsewhere in the world. If this idea meets 
with favor, a small committee, to serve for a term of years, 
to co-operate with a given library, might be a good way 
to carry out the project. 

“A plan which might possess equal interest for our mem- 
bers would be co-operation with a botanical museum in 
forming a collection of specimens of leaves, flowers, fruit, 
bark, roots, gums, etc., from which. perfumery materials 
are derived, and their proper classification, arrangement 
and display, together with the oils, etc., which they yield. A 
committee similar to the Library committee would undoubt- 
edly receive the active and intelligent co-operation of the 
museum authorities. There is nothing in one plan to inter- 
fere with the other. Both are suggested in the hope that 
they may be considered a practical part in our campaign of 
education and be the means of making our association more 
valuable to its members and more useful to the public.” 


ACTION ON THE 


‘Able and concise, with original 
merit,’ was the verdict of the committee on resolutions, 
composed of Wm. A. Bradley, chairman; James E. Davis 
and Edwin H. Burr, in later presenting an endorsement of 
President Marsh’s suggestion that the constitution and by- 
laws be revised and that a manual of parliamentary prac- 
tice be placed in the by-laws. The convention adopted the 
report and on motion of Mr. Calisher the executive board 
was empowered to revise the constitution and by-laws. 

The resolutions committee also approved President 
Marsh’s suggestion for a library and a museum and advised 
the appointment of committees. In considering the subject 
in the convention, Mr. Marsh spoke at some length in am- 
plification of the idea and read a letter from Director Bill- 
ings, of the New York Public Library, expressing a will- 
ingness to accept the material for the proposed library. 

On motion of Mr. Bradley a committee of three, the

CAMPAIGN OF EDUCATION DEFERRED 

ee, the campaign of education, the committee 
chairman, H. McConnell, reported that several meetings 
had been held, and through the good and efficient services 
of Mr. Ricksecker a considerable amount of money had 
been subscribed by members to carry on the work, but that 
something beyond money was needed. It was necessary to 
employ some competent man, with experience in exploiting 
propositions of this kind, to undertake the practical work. 
In acting upon this report the resolutions committee re- 
ferred to the impracticability of any one member of the as- 
sociation being able to give to the project the time necessary 
to make it a success, and advised that the matter be 
deferred. 

The report was the subject-of a long debate in which 
President Marsh, Messrs. Bradley, McConnell, Brohel. 
Davis, Henderson, Burr, Ingram and others participated. It 
developed that while many members were willing to aid 
financially, they were unable to spend the time needed to 
formulate a concrete plan. Considerable work was done 
early in the year and some progress was made. The mat- 
ter was left in the hands of the executive board. 


ACTION ON 


PARCELS POST AND EXORBITANT EXPRESS CHARGES. 


Frederick F. Ingram, chairman of the committee on 
freight and transportation, made a comprehensive report 
regarding the Parcels Post hearings at Washington and re- 
capitulated the facts given in the January special report 
made on this subject. This report was in part as follows: 

‘The express companies are given a monopoly on profit 
able parcels-carrying trade and are permitted to charge ex- 
traordinary, exorbitant while the Postal Depart- 
ment is carrying through the mails a large bulk of the total 
amount of its transportation at a rate it claims below the 
cost of the service. It denies this rate (second class mat 
ter) to all shippers but a class. Our merchandise must pay 
a rate that is 16 times higher, and we are not permitted to 
use the service at any price for parcels exceeding 4 pounds 
in weight 

“We are charged 331/3 per cent. more on parcels than 
is charged for parcels delivered from our post offices but 
mailed in foreign post offices. Parcels, if mailed in foreign 
post offices, may weigh 11 pounds and go through our mails. 
We are restricted to 4 pounds. We must pay 64 cents for 
postage on a 4-pound package if addressed to a post office 
in the United States, but a foreigner can send a 5-pound 
parcel to the same address for 60 cents. 

“It was further shown that express companies can earn 
200 per cent. profit while the Postoffice Department has de- 
ficits of $17,000,000. Railroad officials organized as express 
companies and catalogue houses are reaping immense for- 
tunes from the singular situation paralleled in no other 
first class country, and they naturally oppose any change. 
An adequate service at a reasonable rate for parcels up to 
11 pounds in weight would, in our opinion, tend to wipe out 
the postal deficit and at the same time, by lowering the cost 
of such transportation, would increase the opportunities of 
the retailer for more business and better margin. 

“Developments have been favorable to the Parcels Post 
since the hearing at Washington. The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission has issued its first report of ‘Statistics 
of Express Companies.’ It is dated July 1, 1910, mz aking 
public the valuable information it contains should have far- 
reaching effect. For instance, see page 9, referring to 
C. O. D. deliveries. Until lately the express companies 
sealed the cash collected in an envelope and way-billed it to 
the consignor, making two express charges, one for the 
goods shipped, and the other for the money shipped. They 
still make the two charges, but only make one shipment, 
paying the C. O. D. by check. 

“They charge one class of shipping over four times as 
much as they charge other shippers for the same service, 
and on page 14 it is shown that the charge for 50 pounds, 
New York to Kansas City, for papers, is 50 cents; for other 
merchandise, $2.25. 

“On nage 15 they point out the ‘inconsistencies and in- 
equalities’ of the express companies’ peculiar graduated 


rates, 


rates, showing that the shipper cannot get the benefit of 
the 100-pound rate except the rate is $15 for 100 pounds. 
For instance, the rate from New York to Chicago is $2.50 
for 100 pounds, but the actual charge for fifty packages, 1 to 
50 pounds in weight, would average $1.03 each, or $4.03 for 
100 pounds. 

“On page 49 the report gives another illustration of the 
so-called graduated rate and shows that at the published 
rate of 40 cents per 100 pounds shippers are compelled to 
actually pay $1.35 per 100 pounds. 

“On page 33 the report shows that the express companies’ 
capitalization is ‘three-fourths water, and that the profits 
last year was 226 per cent. on the investment. 

“On page 54 they publish a table showing the rate on the 
different commodities as it was in 1896 and 1909. The com- 
parison shows a great increase in charges and ranges from 
16 per cent. to 300 per cent. Common merchandise of fre- 
quent shipment costs from 16 per cent. to 300 per cent. 
more to ship now than it did in 1896. 

“In February last the United States Senate passed a res- 
olution to investigate the alleged violation of Section 181 of 
the Criminal Code of the United States by the express 
companies which prohibits the conveyance of mailable ‘let- 
ters or packets’ by private corporations. 

“In the same month the House of Representatives ordered 
printed the ‘Contract between the British Government and 
American Express Companies’, and it is now a public doc- 
ument, Report No. 2189, 6lst Congress, 3rd Session. This 
contract has existed since August 2, 1902. Its existence was 
first denied at Washington, where such contracts must be 
filed with the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 

“Its gates for delivery by express from New York City 
to any point in the United States are: Parcels weighing 3 
pounds, 1 shilling 6 pence, or 36 cents; parcels weighing 
over 3 pounds to 7 pounds, 2 shillings, or 48 cents; over 
7 pounds up to 11 pounds, 2 shillings 6 pence, or 60 cents. 

“In other words, the American Express Company will 
deliver to the Pacific coast or anywhere in the United States 
1l-pound parcels for 60 cents if received by Parcels Post 
from English shippers, but American shippers must pay 
$2.50 or even more for exactly the same service.” 

Later the committece-on resolutions endorsed the report 
and recommended that Mr. Ingram be continued as chair 
man of the committee. He was also named as delegate of 
the association to the conference on Parcels Post at Wash- 
ington on April 25. The report was adopted unanimously. 

In connection with the subject of the extortions of ex- 
press companies an able address was delivered by Fred- 
erick B. DeBerard, of the New York Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, the chief points of which will be found in a later issue 
of this journal. 


LITTLE TO FEAR FROM LEGISLATION. 


Theodore Ricksecker, chairman of the committee on leg- 
islation, reported that the past year had been “free from 
legislative activity and serious menace to our interests, 
though the press and political atmosphere have been sur- 
charged with rumors and threats for further reduction of 
the tariff downwards.” He added: 

3ut many experienced, thoughtful, conservative business 
men in interest believe that the outcome will be that our 
schedule will remain as it is this year, and that we have 
very little to fear for next year. This opinion has been 
corroborated by the views of two valued experts in Wash- 
ington and New York whose judgment your chairman 
sought personally.” 

The committee on resclutions disagreed with this re- 
port regarding the possibility of legislation on the tariff, 
“for the reason that the question of reciprocity with France 
is already being considered, the outcome of which may 
have direct application to our tariff.” Consequently co- 
operation. harmony and a solid front to repel the possibility 
of harmful legislation is advised by the committee. 

D. H. McConnell, chairman of the executive board, in his 
report declared that “the organization through its com- 
mittees seems to have been so perfect and the committees so 
well selected and their duties so well performed” that the 
board had little to do outside of routine work. 

Wilbur H. Hyde, as chairman of the committee on trade 
interests, presented, through Mr. C. A. Williams, an inter- 
esting report regarding the work of Dr. R. H. True, physi- 
ologist, in charge of the Bureau of Plant Industry, at Wash-

ington. An invitation was given to the members of the as- 
sociation to visit the Government plant farm at Arlington, 


near Washington, where volatile oil and perfumery plant 
experiments are being made. 


DEALING WITH SALESMEN OF DOUBTFUL CHARACTER. 

The committee on resolutions warmly commended the 
work done by the committee on fraternal relations under 
the leadership of Mr. Henderson, and recommended that 
the M. P. A. members avail themselves more freely of the 
opportunity to register with the bureau of salesmen all 
names of salesmen who have left their employ, the object 
being to save many annoyances and much irritation pertain- 
ing to this question. A recommendation was indorsed that

the association take up the subject of registration of sales- 
men and make definite rules in order to protect members 
from imposition by men who have proven to be unworthy of 
confidence. 

Chairman Henderson quoted a letter from Paul Rieger & 
Co., San Francisco, pointing out the need of rules, in part 
as follows: 

“I find that salesmen for one perfume house, if arrange- 
ments are not satisfactory, or if they are crooked, move 
on from house to house. I think where salesmen are abso- 
lutely known to be crooked, this information should be sent 
to all the members interested. Almost monthly we are 
having applications from salesmen who have been with

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other houses, and it would certainly be a protection to all 
concerned if some data could be had.” 

In considering the report there was a long discussion 
which developed the fact that the members were not tak- 
ing advantage of the facilities afforded for exposing and 
dealing with undesirable salesmen. 


IMPORTATIONS ON THE DECLINE—NO UNDER-VALUATIONS., 


Commenting upon the report of the committee on impor- 
tations and under-v aluations, George Hall, chairman, the 
resolutions committee “reiterates with pleasure what the 
worthy chairman has stated, that American perfumes are 
rapidly advancing to that pinnacle of perfection which for 
years has been the one aim of the American perfumer. We 
can only say—let the good work go on.” 

Chairman Hall’s report quoted the importation of alco- 
holic perfumes and preparations for the hair, mouth, skin 
aud teeth, for the year ending June 30, 1910, as $1,176,330, a 
decrease of $224,230, or 161/10 per cent. The decrease, in 
the opinion of the committee, has not been due entirely to 
increased duty, but in part to two commendable causes: 
fust, the rapid advances made toward perfection by Am- 
erican perfumers ; second, the wider knowledge of merchan- 
dising methods on the part of those engaged in this in- 
dustry. The report continues: 

“It is the earnest wish of this committee that the mem- 
bers of this association shall direct their highest efforts to 
the manufacturing of the best goods from the best ma- 
terials obtainable, and by the best skill procurable. 

“This, with intelligent work on the part of your repre- 
sentatives, together with the co-operation of those behind 
the counter, will enable American perfumers to maintain 
the leadership which they have wrested from the old world. 

“Tt is a well-known fact that today foreign manufacturers, 
carried away by undue optimism, have become demoralized 
over the perfumery situation as it exists in this country. 
Many of them have seen fit to open their own branches so 
that they may be directly in touch with local conditions and 
ready to seize whatever opportunity may offer. Your com- 
mittee trusts that through your earnest co-operation next 
year’s report may show a still further decrease in the im- 
portation of foreign perfumes.” 

There were no import undervaluations during the year. 


OLD CONSTITUTION LIMITS MEMBERSHIP. 


Donald Wilson, chairman of the membership committee, 
in reporting the accession of one active and eleven associate 
members during the year, said: “Your committee regret 
their inability to obtain more active members, the main 
reason being your constitutional limitations. At your six- 
teenth annual convention you voted not to change your 
constitution.” 

Later the committee on resolutions congratulated the 
membership committee for its industrious work and in- 
dorsed a recommendation that the secretary compile a 
booklet, subject to the president’s approval, giving a brief 
résumé of the convention proceedings, with a statement 
of the benefits of membership, to be generally circulated 
throughout the entire perfumery trade. The publication of 
the booklet was authorized. 

Henry Dalley and Alfred G. Wright were unanimously 
elected honorary members of the association. 

Secretary Ross’ report showed as of April 18 a member- 
ship of 111, divided as follows: Active, 30; associate, 
78; honorary, 3. The active list remains the same, the 
Seely Manufacturing Company, Detroit, having withdrawn 
and the Plexo Preparations, Inc., New York, having been 
elected. These additions to the associate list were made 
during the year:

READY RELIEF PLAN NOW IN OPERATION. 


A. D. Henderson, chairman of the committee on plan 
for ready relief, made a report of recommendations which 
had been submitted to the executive board. Both active 
and associate members, it was recommended, should be 
eligible as beneficiaries in the sum of $200 and it was sug- 
gested that additional membership might be obtained by 
the payment of a voluntary assessment of $2. The $200 
it was suggested, should always be available for the im- 
mediate payment of a death claim. The plan was later put 
into operation by the executive board. 

Treasurer Calisher explained the plan. Each active and 
each associate member is entitled to one insurance certifi- 
cate without any cost whatever and any member of the 
firm or officer of the company by the payment of $2, with- 
out any further assessment until the death of a member 
of the association, is entitled also to the privileges of 
insurance. 


DETROIT MAKES A BID FOR NEXT MEETING. 


Regarding the place of meeting for the 1912 convention 
Mr. Ingram made a strong plea in favor of selecting De- 
troit. Other forms of entertainment that can be had in 
New York were available and the New York members 
would be relieved of the burden and at the same time would 
be able to get away from home. Mr. Davis spoke in favor 
of continuing New York as the meeting place on the 
ground that most of the members were located closer to 
New York than to Detroit. The subject was referred to 
the executive board. 

James Newton Gunn, of Gunn, Richards & Company, 
production engineers, addressed the convention on the 
subject of the scientific management of business plants and 
enterprises, which was _ followed by an_ interesting 
discussion. 

“Our Commercial Interests in Latin-America” was the 
topic discussed by Prof. Wm. R. Shepperd, of Columbia 
University. He did not consider it necessary to subsidize 
steamship lines or establish American banks in order to 
do business in Latin-American countries. Said Dr. 
Shepperd: 

“In your business there is a wondrous opportunity 
offered, because in no other states in the world where I 
have visited, have I noticed such a widespread demand 
for the use of perfumery, perfumed soaps, etc. 

George H. Williams, first vice-president of the Credit 
Men’s Association of New York, gave an entertaining and 
instructive talk on: “How an Honest Debtor og! be 
Saved from Failure and how his Creditors may be Saved 
from Loss.” 

Acting Secretary Kirby read letters of regret from 
Schandein & Lind and from A. H. Wirz, both of 
Philadelphia. 

Another absentee, Theodore Ricksecker, on an ocean 
voyage for his health, was the subject of fraternal discus- 
sion and on motion of Mr. Ingram a letter was ordered 
sent to him conveying the hearty best wishes of his fellow 
members.

In this fraction the presence of thymol and nerol was 

detected, the former being recognized by means of its 

phenylurethane (m. p. 107°—107.5° C.) and_ nitroso 
derivative (m. p. 160°—161.5° C.), and the latter by means 
of its tetrabromide (m. p. 118° C.) and diphenylurethane

The diners at No. 14 enjoyed themselves ex- 
ceptionally well, but those who interpreted the sounds of 
revelry as a wild Bacchanalian carnival were in error, for 
the participants merely behaved in the accustomed manner. 
Aside from this diversion the banquet passed off with the 
greatest éclat. 

President Marsh, as toastmaster, briefly reviewed the 
year’s work and voiced a tribute to the members who had 
served as officers, “men of ability, devotion and broadmind- 
edness, who have given, with no return except the privilege 
of service, of their time and their talents—in short, unselfish 
co-operation,” which, he declared, was the secret of the 
success of the association. 

Judge Robert Carey, of Jersey City, the first speaker of 
the evening, began by humorously quoting a story of a 
young fellow who had been married about three years. A 
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friend asked him: “What are you smiling about?” He 
said: “I have been married three years today, and what do 
you think my wife told me this morning? She said that I 
was a model husband.” His friend retorted: “That is 
nothing to brag about.” “Why not?” “Look in the dic- 
tionary,” said the friend. This is what he found: “Model— 
a small imitation of the real thing.” (Laughter.) Judge 
Carey, in addressing himself seriously to his subject, “The 
Politics of Perfumery,” was both witty and serious. Among 
other things he said: 

“The perfumery manufacturer owes something to the 
community in which he lives besides that of manufacturing 
perfumery—that is the thing I want to get into your minds 
for a moment, because, as I say, politics in public life is, 
after all, nothing more or less than your and my business 
on a broad scale. The lawyer, the doctor, the manufac- 
turer, the merchant, the farmer—they all meet in one place, 
and that is the common ground of political life—in the 
common field of politics. ( Applause.) 

“If that is so, then does it not become the function and 
duty of every man, whether he be a perfume manufacturer 
or what not, to interest himself in public life? The av- 
erage man. in business life says, ‘We have too much politics, 
anyhow,’ and I will agree with him. We have too much 
politics of a certain kind. But why do we have so much 
politics of that kind? The average man says if we did not 
he ave SO much politics, we would not have so much law. 

“Politics may be bad, but if they are bad, whose fault is 
it? If politics is bad and legislation is oppressive, whose 
fault is it? It is the fault of the business men, who should 
be masters of the situation. (Applause.) 

“That is the idea I want to leave with you tonight; that 
is the idea I want to get into the minds of the members of 
the Manufacturing Perfumers’ Association tonight, that if 
there is anything wrong in the body politic, if any of these 
things are not as they should be, the fault lies at your doors 
—the doors of the business men of America. We have been 
leaving our party affairs to a lot of professionals, like the 
fellows who have been making politics a practical com- 
mercial business. 

“The great hope of the present day is that business men 
are waking up to the real facts of the situation. We have 
been conducting the tariff business like a lot of school boys. 
We have been sending men to Washington to handle tariff 
matters, to enact tariff legislation, who know no more about 
tariff than a school boy does. You came near sending me 
to Congress, to legislate on tariff matters, and I do not 
know anything about the subject. It is only todz ay that the 
business world is waking up, and we are be ginning to con- 
template politics as a business, and realize that it should be 
in the hands of business men, who can manage it as a gen- 
eral business proposition. (Applause.) There is nothing 
wrong about politics, if you want to go into it the right 
way. There is nothing wrong about it, if you are willing to 
have it controlled by men who will apply business prin- 
ciples to it. 

“I do not mean that 


r every perfumery manufacturer 
should aspire to office. 


We would rather have it otherwise. 
The lawyers have the inclination and time, and will fill 
all the offices. The point is, if there is to be any real de- 
velopment of business in this country, there must at the 
same time be a preservation of the political life of the 
country. There is not anything in the political life of the 
country that is not associated closely with the business life 
of every manufacturer in the land.” 

At this point the following cablegram from Louis Roure. 
of the firm of Roure-Bertrand Fils, Grasse, France, was 
read: “Kind remembrance to you all.” “I am sure we are 
all glad to hear from Mr. Roure,” said the toastmaster. 

“The Ethics of Business” was the topic of Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise, who reverted to Exodus xxx, 35, wherein he 
found this anticipatory suggestion regarding the associa- 
tion: “And thou shalt make a perfume, pure and holy.” 
Dr. Wise quickly put his hearers in good humcr and then 
addressed himself to the observance of good morals in 
business, which meant the dawning of a new era, now well 
begun. He advocated a high standard of honesty and fair 
dealing in every department of business. 

Charles A. Conant, financial writer and expert, spoke on 
the “Central Bank and the Business Man,” discussing Sen- 
ator Aldrich’s plan for an improved banking system, con- 
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trol of the currency and concentrated reserves which would 
prevent panics. Mr. Conant pointed out the advantages of 
the Aldrich plan and was accorded marked attention 

After several negro dialect stories, recited by Mart King, 
a vote of thanks was given to Burton T. Bush, James M. 
Montgomery and their associates on the entertainment 
committee.

Soap Wanted in a Latin-American C ountry.

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PURE FOOD AND DRUGS 


A Study in the Comparative Jurisprudence of the United States and Great Britain 
By ERNEST J. PARRY, B. Sc., F. I. C., Barrister-at-Law. 

















In my last article I indicated the clauses of drugs which 
required special consideration in regard to their position 
towards the Food and Drugs Acts. Briefly, they were: 

(1) Drugs, in reference to which the Pharmacopeceial 
standards are incorrect. 

(2) Drugs which are practically unknown, except as 
prepared according to the Pharmacopeia, (a) with 
standards set out, (b) without standards set out. 

(3) Drugs which have uses other than for medical 
purposes. 

(4) Natural drugs for which the Pharmacopeeia has 
framed restrictive standards. 

(5) Drugs not included in the Pharmacopeeia. 

The difficulties to which I shall draw attention shortly, 
that are raised by the lack of any clear standards for 
drugs in any of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts, do not 
exists in the United States Federal Act. Section 6 thereof 
enacts “That the term ‘drug,’ as used in this Act, shall 
include all medicines and preparations recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia or National Formulary, for 
internal or external use, and any substance, or mixture of 
substances intended to be used for the cure, mitigation or 
prevention of disease of either man or other animal.” Sec- 
tion 7 enacts “that for the purpose of this Act an article 
shall be deemed to be adulterated—in case of drugs—if 
when a drug is sold under or by a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia, or National Formulary, it 
differs from the standard of strength, quality or purity, as 
determined by the text laid down in the United States 
Pharmacopeeia or National Formulary, official at the time 
of investigation: 

Provided, that no drug defined in the United States 
Pharmacopeeia or National Formulary shall be deemed to 
be adulterated under this provision if the standard of 
strength, quality or purity be plainly stated upon the 
bottle, box or other container thereof, although the 
standard may differ from that determined by the text laid 
down in the United States Pharmacopeeia or National 
Formulary. 

Second.—lf its strength or purity falls below the pro- 
fessed standard or quality under which it is cold. 

There is little to be objected to in these definitions, but 
two small points must be improved. In their anxiety to 
spread the net as widely as possible, the drafters of this 
Act have taken refuge in that unsatisfactory clause “any 
substance,” so as to include all unofficial drugs. As a 
surgical instrument is a “substance intended to be used for 
the mitigation of disease,” it is literally included in the 
definition. The same mistake has been made in the British 
Act in mentioning “all substances used in the preparation 
of foods,” which, as has been humorously pointed out, in- 
cludes a saucepan! The principal defect, however, of 
these sections, is that it leaves the court to decide what 
is “plainly stated.” A standard may be plainly stated on the 
container, but the remainder of the type may be rendered 
so conspicuous that the stated standard may escape atten- 
tion. For example, on a bottle of say, 8 inches high, a 


standard stated in the type of this page might well be 
deemed “plainly stated” if the remainder of the label was 
in approximately the same type, but if the remainder of 
the label was printed partly in very large letters and partly 
in small type, so that the statement of standard would 
probably be overlooked by the customer. The same de- 
fect exists in most articles in Great Britain, but for 
margarine the exact size of the letters of the marking 
are limited by statute. In the writer’s opinion, it should 
be necessary to notify any departure from the generally 
recognized standards in type not less in size than the 
largest type employed in printing the label. 

It is also to be noticed that the introduction of the 
above standards into the Federal Act, has made the stand- 
ards of the United States Pharmacopceia and the National 
Formulary absolute. It is not the place to here enter into 
a discussion as to the efficiency of the standards of those 
authorities, but it is certainly true that there is no 
Pharmacopeeia existing in which there are not mistakes 
in many cases serious mistakes. It would be wiser for an 
Act of Parliament, when recognizing standards erected by 
a body without any control from the legislature, to make 
such standards prima facie evidence as to quality, etc., but 
to be capable of rebuttal by other evidence. This proviso 
would adequately deal with mistakes in Pharmacopeceias 
and similar works of authority. 

In Great Britain, then, the following consideration will 
apply to the various types of drugs enumerated above: 

(1) Drugs, in reference to which the Pharmacopceial 
standards are incorrect. Here, since the British Pharma- 
copeeia is not a statutory authority under the Sale of Food 
and Drugs Acts, but only very strong prima facie evidence, 
any proper evidence as to errors in the Pharmacopocceia 
is admissible, and if the defendant can adduce sufficient 
evidence as to such error in the case under consideration, 
the court will dismiss the case. As a matter of fact, such 
errors are to be found under castor oil, oil of lemon and 
balsam of copaiba to mention only three drugs. In this 
case the majority of pure samples cannot comply with 
the requirements of the present edition of the British 
Pharmacopeeia. 

(2) Drugs which are practically unknown except as 
prepared according to the Pharmacopeeia (a) with stand- 
ards set out (b) without stands set out. 

In these cases, since the drug is not known as an article 
of commerce except when prepared according to the re- 
quirements of the British Pharmacopeeia, the courts will 
assume that the purchaser required it of that standard. 
The ordinary galenical preparations such as tinctures, ex- 
tracts and liniments are of this character, and if tincture 
of opium be purchased, it is clearly settled that it should 
correspond with the requirements of the Pharmacopeceia. 
A large number of such drugs have tests and standards 
set out in the British Pharmacopeeia, and these come under 
(a). But it many others, methods of preparation are 
given, but no tests and standards are mentioned. It has 
been often said that in these cases, (b) the drug can be 
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sold of any standard, but this is not so. The leading case 
on the point is Hudson v. Bridge, which will be referred to 
later. All that was decided by this case is that where 
specific uantities of ingredients are directed to be used 
in the preparation of a given drug, and it can be shown 


that a portion of any ingredient may be

The minerals 
are mixed in such proportion with ashes containing potash 
or soda, next with the proper alkali and this.mixture is 
then fused in a kiln. The product thus obtained should be 
reduced to powder and is ready for the market. 

The carbon dioxide of the carbonate is eliminated by the 
great heat. The anhydrous composition has a great affinity 
for water and changes into a liquid or solid hydrate by the 
addition of a proper proportion of water. 

If a certain quantity of this composition, either in the 
hydrated or anhydrous state, is placed on a filter and water 
added, the filtrate contains silica, alumina and the alkali, 
and this process of washing can be continued with the same 
results until the composition is almost entirely dissolved; 
each filtrate is naturally less strong than the preceding one, 
but all contain silica, alumina and alkali, which seems to 
prove that the composition does not contain free alkali.

On or about March 16, 1910, Cook & Bernheimer, a 
corporation, New York City, shipped from the State of 
New York into the State of Colorado a consignment of 
peppermint extract labeled as follows “Extract of 
peppermint; Maure fréres Brand Made by Cook & 
Bernheimer Co., New York Distillateurs Liqueurs 
Fines, Sirops, etc.” “Qualité supérieure” “Ext. of pepper 


mint.” Samples from this shipment were procured and 
analyzed by the Bureau of Chemistry, United States De 
partment of Agriculture. with the following results: Oil 
of pe ppermint 1.7 per cent., alcohol by volume 58.12 per 
cent.,° methyl alcohol none, colored with naphthol yellow 
S and light green S. F. yellowish. As the analysis and 


report thereon indicated that the product was adulterated 


in that it was artificially colored with coaltar dyes which

THE LEMON CROP IN SICILY. 

Under date of Palermo, April 8, Consul de Soto reports 
that the damage done to the lemon crop in Sicily by the 
exceptionally low temperature of January and February 1s 
now estimated at 30 to 50 per cent. The long drought in 
the autumn of 1910 had the effect of decreasing the size of 
the fruit in districts where artificial irrigation was not 
available, although the quality is not inferior to that ot 
the crop of 1909-10. 

The quantities exported to the United States, England, 
Germany and Austria thus far have been normal, while a 
considerable increase is noticeable in the demand from 
Russia. This is attributed to the fact that during the 
severe cold spell in Odessa four shiploads of lemons, ag- 
gregating 70,000 cases and valued at $150,000, were frozen, 
the orders being promptly duplicated. 

To cope with this exceptional demand, the provinces of 
Catania and Messina, which are in the habit of supplying 
Russia, turned to Palermo for the purchase of lemons, 
causing a rapid increase in prices, the first quality having 
been quoted at the end of March at $2.90 to $3.45 per 1,000 
lemons at the grove, the second quality at $2.30 to $2.70, 
and the third quality at $1.95 to $2.30.

PEARS’ SOAP LOSES CUSTOMS APPEAL. 


The United States Court of Customs Appeals has handed 
down a decision of much importance to the soap trade, 
upholding the contention that Pears’ soap is dutiable at 
50 per cent. ad valorem, as assessed by the New York 
collector. R. F. Downing & Co., appellants, who imported 


a consigninent of this soap which the collector held to 
be “fancy toilet soap,” contended that the soap was not 
a fancy soap, and neither was it a perfumed toilet soap, 


they maintaining that it was dutiable at only 20 per cent. 
ad valorem as a soap not specially provided for in this 
section. The protest was heard by the Board of General 
Appraisers and the decision of the collector was affirmed. 

The issue as brought before the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals was whether this is a fancy or perfumed toilet soap, 
although it was admitted to be a toilet soap. Witnesses 
were examined on behalf of the importers, testifying that 
the unscented soap was not a fancy soap within the mean- 
ing of the terms as established by the trade. These wit- 
nesses agreed that the quality and character of a soap 
would not entitle it to the trade designation fancy
